Rocket Lands $IOM Prize 


MOJAVE, CALIF. I A stout, Star- spangled rocket 
plane broke through the Earth’s atmosphere 
to the edge of space Monday for the second 
time in five days, capturing a $10 million prize 
aimed at opening the final frontier to tourists. 

The privately built SpaceShipOne took off 
underneath the belly of a mother plane that 
carried it about nine miles over the Mojave 
Desert. From there, SpaceShipOne blasted 
itself 62 miles high, generally considered the 
point where space begins. 

Then the craft — with test pilot Brian Binnie 
at the controls — glided safely back to Earth. 

“This is the true frontier of transportation,” 
said Marion C. Blakey, head of the Federal 
Aviation Administration, who stood near the 


runway to watch the flight. “It feels a little 
bit like Kitty Hawk must have.” 

The reward for the achievement is the 
$10 million Ansari X Prize, created in 1996 
to kick-start the development of privately 
built rocket ships that could make space - 
flight available to the public. 

To win the prize, a craft capable of carry- 
ing three people had to make two flights to an 
altitude just over 62 miles within two weeks. 

SpaceShipOne’s effort — funded with more 
than $20 million from Microsoft co -founder 
Paul Allen — has drawn high-level attention 
from the U.S. government, and comes at a 
time when others are preparing for space

In a glimpse of what the nation might see a 
month from now, people lined up at election 
offices and caused parking lot traffic jams 
as voter registration deadlines fell Monday 
in more than a dozen states. 

Many officials reported record numbers 
of new voters, some said they were over- 
whelmed, and allega- 

tions were already fly- 
ing about fraud and the 
disqualification of some 
voters’ applications. 

“They’re coming 
in in buckets,” said 
Pamela Swafford, dep- 
uty director of Ohio’s 
Hamilton County board 
of elections. By Monday 

morning, the county that 

includes Cincinnati had 64,045 new voter 
registrations on hand, more than twice the 
29,178 it received four years ago. 

D.C.’s voter registration was already 
up 30,000 over last year’s 364,000 before 
Monday’s deadline, and the District may 
well set a registration record this year, D.C. 
Board of Election and Ethics spokesman Bill 
O’Field said. 

A complete accounting of registration 
figures in the District, let alone the coun- 
try, won’t be finished for several weeks, as 
officials continue to accept postmarked reg- 
istration forms. 

Both the Democrats and the Republicans 
have poured resources into registering vot- 
ers, spurred by the near deadlock of the 2000 
presidential race and polls that predict anoth-

Cheney-Edwards 
face-off maybe pivotal 
in presidential election 

WASHINGTON I Usually just a cam- 
paign sideshow, this year’s vice pres- 
idential debate has taken on new 
life as a high- stakes showdown in 
a tightening presidential race. Dick 
Cheney’s mission is to slow John 
Kerry’s sudden momentum, while 
John Edwards’ assignment is to feed 
doubts about President Bush’s han- 
dling of Iraq and the economy. 

Four weeks before the election, 
both sides see Tuesday night’s face- 
off as a milestone in a race in which 
neither side can afford a mistake. 


Anxious for a confidence 
boost, the White House is count- 
ing on Cheney to deliver a solid, 
steady performance to reassure 
Republicans shaken by Bush’s 
scowling appearance in last week’s 
leadoff debate with Kerry. The vice 
president is expected to paint Kerry 
and Edwards as lacking the resolve 
to lead the war against terror and 
keep Americans safe. 

Democrats, meanwhile, are exu- 
berant about Kerry’s first debate 
and hope Edwards can keep the 
ball rolling by drawing on the same 
skills he used as a trial lawyer to 
win multimillion dollar settlements 
from juries. Edwards is expected to 
portray Cheney as the architect of 


a misguided Iraq policy that was 
based on the erroneous belief that 
Saddam Hussein had weapons of 
mass destruction. Edwards also is 
expected to criticize Cheney, the for- 
mer chief executive of Halliburton, 
as a symbol of corporate greed. 

Typically, vice presidential 
debates are tangential events with 
little voter interest. After all, the 
race is not about No. 2 but the per- 
son at the top of the ticket. Even in 
the vice presidential debate, the real 
focus is Bush and Kerry, not Cheney 
and Edwards, terence hunt (ap)

Nobel Awarded 
For Breakthrough 
On Sense of Smell 

Two Americans won the Nobel Prize 
in medicine Monday for discovering 
how people can recognize an esti- 
mated 10,000 odors, from spoiled 
meat to a lover’s perfume. 

Dr. Richard Axel, 58, of 
Columbia University and Linda B. 
Buck, 57, of the Fred Hutchinson 
Cancer Research Center in Seattle 
revealed odor-sensing proteins, 
called receptors, in the nose and 
traced how they send their infor- 
mation to the brain. 

The Nobel Assembly at the 
Karolinska Institute in Stockholm 
said it chose the pair for the $1.3 
million prize not because of any 
practical payoff from the work, 
but simply because they enhanced 
understanding of “the most enig- 
matic of our senses.” (ap) 


Briton Charged With 
Helping ‘Shoe-Bomber’ 


Indictment unsealed 
for alleged conspirator 
of airplane terror plot 

WASHINGTON | U.S. authorities 
brought charges Monday against a 
British man they contend conspired 
with admitted al Qaeda member 
Richard Reid to use shoe bombs to 
blow up planes in midair. 

A seven- count federal grand 
jury indictment unsealed in 
Boston charges Saajid Badat, 25, 
with attempted murder, trying to 
destroy an aircraft and other charg- 
es related to the alleged conspiracy 
with Reid, who also is a British citi- 
zen and Muslim convert. 

Reid’s attempt to blow up an 
American Airlines flight in 2001 was 
thwarted by attendants and passen- 
gers after he tried to light a fuse tied 
to explosives in his sneakers.

Badat, a British citizen, plead- 
ed innocent last month to simi- 
lar British charges and faces trial 
there beginning Feb. 28. Attorney 
General John Ashcroft said the 
United States has “a keen interest” 
in seeking Badat’s eventual extradi- 
tion to stand trial in this country but 
also recognized the British intend 
to put him on trial first, (ap)

Car Bombs Near Green Zone Kill 21

Baghdad wracked by 
attacks that leave more 
than 100 wounded 

BAGHDAD I Insurgents unleashed a 
pair of powerful car bombs Monday 
nearthe symbol of U.S. authority in 
Iraq — the Green Zone, where the 
U.S. Embassy and key government 
offices are located — and hotels occu- 
pied by hundreds of foreigners. Two 
other explosions brought the day’s 
bombing toll to at least 24 dead and 
more than 100 wounded. 

More than three dozen car 
bombings since the beginning 
of September illustrate the mili- 
tants’ seeming ability to strike at 
will despite recent pledges by the 
United States and Iraq to intensify 
the suppression of insurgents. 

The day’s violence also included 


assassinations of three Iraqis and 
U.S. attacks against targets in insur- 
gent-held Fallujah. 

No coalition forces were wound- 


ed in either of Monday’s blasts in 
Baghdad, said a spokesman for the 
1st Cavalry Division. 

In the first car bombing Monday, 


insurgents detonated a four-wheel 
drive vehicle packed with explosives 
at the western entrance of the Green 
Zone, said Interior Ministry spokes- 
man Col. Adnan Abdul-Rahman. 

The hospital took in 15 bodies 
and 81 wounded from the explo- 
sion, a hospital official said. 

An hour later, across the Tigris 
River, a pickup truck packed with 
explosives plowed into a three-vehi- 
cle convoy as it left a parking lot 
shared by several high-rise hotels 
housing hundreds of foreign con- 
tractors and journalists. 

As people rushed to help, gun- 
men began shooting from the roof- 
tops and police returned fire, said 
Tahsin al-Kaabi of the Facility 
Protection Service, a U.S.-trained 
civilian guard force. At least six peo- 
ple were killed, said another guard 
force member, bassem mroue (ap) 


Polish President 
Hopes to Pull Out 
Of Iraq by 2006 

WARSAW, POLAND I Poland should 
withdraw its troops from Iraq by 
the end of next year, Polish lead- 
ers said Monday, the first time the 
key U.S. ally has indicated a time- 
frame for pulling its soldiers out of 
the wartorn nation. 

President Aleksander Kwas- 
niewski said no final decision has 
been made on when to withdraw 
but Warsaw was considering the 
late 2005 deadline with the hopes 
that elections scheduled for January 
would bring stability to Iraq. 

“We decided to speak with the 
Iraqis and our coalition partners ... 
about a reduction of the Polish forc- 
es from Jan. 1 — and maybe to fin- 
ish our mission at the end of 2005,” 
Kwasniewski said on a visit to Paris.

May Stand Trial 

Cambodian assembly OKs genocide tribunal 


PHNOM PENH, CAMBODIA I Cambo- 
dian lawmakers on Monday 
approved a U.N. -backed plan to 
try surviving Khmer Rouge leaders 
for genocide more than a quarter- 
century after the radical commu- 
nists were ousted from power. 

The vote ended seven years of 
negotiations and delays over a pact 
with the United Nations establish- 
ing the internationally assisted tri- 
bunal and cleared a major hurdle 
toward bringing to justice members 
of the regime blamed for the deaths 
of nearly 2 million people. 

The 107 lawmaker present in the 
National Assembly voted unani- 
mously to ratify the pact. 


It was not immediately clear 
when proceedings would start. 
The pact still needs the expected 
approval of Cambodia’s Senate 
and head of state. Several amend- 
ments to Cambodian law allowing 
the tribunal will be debated and are 
expected to be adopted Tuesday. 

The Khmer Rouge, who ruled the 
country from 1975-79, are believed 
responsible for the deaths of at least 
1.7 million of their countrymen from 
starvation, disease, overwork and 
execution. 

The movement’s chief, Pol Pot, 
died in 1998. Several of his top lieu- 
tenants, aging and infirm, still live 
freely in Cambodia, kermunthit(ap) 


Qureia Decries 
Indifference’ Over 
Vioience in Gaza 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Palestinian 
Prime Minister Ahmed Qureia on 
Monday condemned what he 
called international indifference to 
Palestinian suffering in the face of an 
Israeli offensive into the Gaza Strip 
aimed at halting rocket attacks. 


At least 67 Palestinians have been 
killed in the five-day offensive, mak- 
ing it the deadliest Israeli incursion 
into Gaza in more than four years. 

“This ugly Israeli crime is taking 
place in full view of the world, and 
so far, we have not heard a strong 
word,” Qureia said. 

Meanwhile, the U.N. Security 
Council called an emergency 
meeting to consider a resolution 
demanding an immediate halt to

U.S. Airways to Cut Management’s Pay 


ARLINGTON, VA. | US Airways 
announced plans Tuesday to cut 
$45 million a year in pay and ben- 
efits to roughly 3,700 management 
employees, a move the airline hopes 
will convince its union employees 
to collectively accept $950 million 
in annual cost cuts.

Justices refuse to hear telemarketers’ challenge 


WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
turned away a challenge Monday 
to the federal do -not- call registry, 
ending telemarketers’ bid to invoke 
free -speech arguments to get the 
popular ban on unwanted phone 
solicitations thrown out. 

The court, without comment, let 
stand a 10th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals decision that upheld the 
registry of more than 64 million 
phone numbers as a reasonable 
government attempt to safeguard 
personal privacy and reduce tele- 


marketing abuse. 

Under the 2003 federal law, busi- 
nesses face fines of up to $11,000 if 
they call people who sign up for the 
registry — unless they have recently 
done business with them. Charities, 
pollsters and callers on behalf of poli- 
ticians, however, are exempt. 

Telemarketing groups had 
filed the appeal, arguing in filings 
that the registry violated First 
Amendment rights because it sin- 
gled businesses out while exempt- 
ing other groups, (ap)

Light crude futures settled 21 
cents lower at $49.91 on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

Many analysts expect oil pric- 
es to remain high — above $40 a 
barrel — into 2005. They are more 
than 60 percent higher than a year 
ago, but when adjusted for inflation, 
still remain around $30 below the

WAS H I N GTO N I While there has been 
more Internet advertising in this 
year’s presidential race, the money 
spent on Web ads still pales in com- 
parison to that allocated for TV 
commercials, the first-ever study 
of online political ads found. 

The study, released Monday by 
the Pew Internet & American Life 
Project, said President Bush, John 
Kerry, their political parties and 
independent groups spent $2.6 mil- 
lion to post banner ads on Web sites 


from January through August. 

That is less than 1 percent of 
the estimated $330 million spent 
for TV ads in the country’s top 100 
media markets, the study said. 

“The presidential campaigns have 
virtually ignored the Internet as an 
advertising medium,” said Michael 
Cornfield, the report’s author. 

The studyfoundthat Kerry’s cam-

A new report says 
an extra hour of P.E. 
cuts obesity in kids 

STUDIES I Physical education class 
has long suffered from an image 
problem. Children often deem 
jumping jacks and chin-ups bor- 
ing or goofy; parents wonder if the 
time would be better spent on read- 
ing skills. 

But a new study makes a strong 
case that physical education may 
be the single best strategy for curb- 
ing the United States’ growing child 
obesity problem — at least among 
girls. In the first study to evalu- 
ate the effect of P.E. programs on 
kindergartners and first-graders, 
researchers found that increasing 
P.E. time by one hour per week 
could lead to a significant decline 
in body mass index, a measure of 
body fat, among girls. They project- 
ed that providing five hours of P.E. 
per week to kindergartners would 
produce a 43 percent reduction in 
the prevalence of girls that age who 
are overweight. About 10 percent of 
kindergarten girls are overweight 
now, but that would decline to about 
5.8 percent with at least five hours 
of P.E. per week. 

The same effect on body mass 
index was not observed in boys. 
Wide variations in P.E. time were 
found among schools participating 
in the study, with kindergartners 


averaging only 57 minutes per week 
of P.E. and first-graders receiving 
about 65 minutes per week. 

“What is exciting about this 
study is that P.E. works for a 
large number of children,” said 
Nancy Chockley, president of 
the National Institute for Health 
Care Management Foundation, a 
Washington nonprofit group that 
funded the study. “Helping these 
kids manage their weight from an 
early age is so important.” 

The research was conduct- 
ed from U.S. Department of 
Education data as part of a broad- 
er, long-term study of 11,192 chil- 
dren from 1,000 public and private 
schools who entered kindergarten 
in 1998. Results from the study are 
published in three medical journals; 
the P.E. arm of the study appears in 
September’s issue of the American 
Journal of Public Health. 

P.E. has become a low priority 
in many schools as administra- 
tors struggle to raise test scores 
and meet minimum standards for 
academic achievement. But schools 
are one of the few places where 
child obesity can be addressed on 
a large scale, Chockley said. 

According to the federal gov- 
ernment, the prevalence of obesity 
among children has doubled since 
1980 and it has tripled in teens. 
More than 15 percent of children 
ages 6 to 19 were overweight in

Gibbs Is 
Angry at 
Refs Again 

Redskins coach to file 
complaint over faulty 
headsets used Sunday 

REDSKINS I Joe Gibbs had no 
problem communicating his irri- 
tation over the technical glitch at 
Cleveland Browns Stadium. 

The Washington Redskins coach 
couldn’t talk to his quarterback via 
the helmet transmitter, and he 
couldn’t hear from 
his assistant coach- 
es in the upstairs 
booths for two series 
in the third quarter 
of Sunday’s 17-13 
loss to the Cleveland 
Browns. 

“To me, that shouldn’t be in the 
NFL,” Gibbs said Monday. “If you’re 
having trouble with communica- 
tions, fix it.” 

Gibbs was particularly upset 
because he was told in the locker 
room before the game that com- 
munications had been a problem 
in the past for visiting teams. 

Gibbs used hand signals to get 
the plays in to Mark Brunell, but the 
quarterback had to burn a timeout 
because of confusion over a call. 

Meanwhile, Gibbs was making 
the game officials aware of the prob- 
lem. They told him there was noth- 
ing they could do about the failure 
of the quarterback transmitter — a 
rule Gibbs doesn’t like. 

Gibbs said he will make a report 
to the league office. 

This is the second consecutive 
week Gibbs has used his weekly news 
conference to make a complaint to 
the league. Last week, he was upset 
over “two awful calls” concerning pass 
interference in the end zone in a 21-18

The Farrelly brothers 
give Boston’s Red Sox 
a chance to win it all 

OPTIMISM I It’s been a long time 
since the Boston Red Sox had a 
Hollywood ending — 86 years, to 
be exact. 

The team’s history has played 
more like a horror flick, or con- 
sidering Bill Buckner, perhaps a 
comedy of errors. Lately, though, 
Fenway Park has been the location 
for a different kind of comedy. 

Lifelong Sox fans Peter and 
Bobby Farrelly have spent the 
past few weeks here shooting “Fever 
Pitch,” about a guy (Jimmy Fallon) 
who’s torn between the woman he 
loves (Drew Barrymore) and the 
baseball team he adores. 

The Farrellys, directors of movies 
including “There’s Something About 
Mary” and “Dumb & Dumber” 
and natives of Cumberland, R.L, 
received unprecedented access to 
Fenway for what they call “the ulti- 
mate Red Sox movie.” 

“I feel like I’m in my childhood 
now, just being here every day. It’s 
been magical, it really has,” 46- 
year-old Bobby said, sitting along 
the first-base line during batting 
practice before a recent showdown 
between the Sox and the hated New 
York Yankees. 



Although Fenway is the major 
league’s oldest ballpark — and one 
of its most fabled — very little has 
been shot here. And with the shoot- 
ing coinciding with the Sox’s late- 
season charge into the playoffs, the 
vibe in Fenway was electric even 
without cameras. 

Fallon (who’s a Yankees fan) had 
some idea about his character from 
working with a producer on “SNL” 
who would come to work in a bad 
mood the day after a Sox loss. 

“They’re, like, fans taken to the 
next level. When the team loses, 
they lose. When the team wins, 
they win,” Fallon said. 

So, could the positive energy of 
“Fever Pitch” break the Curse of the 
Bambino, which allegedly has suffo- 
cated the Sox since they traded Babe 
Ruth to the Yankees in 1920? 

“I don’t think the movie will 
break the curse,” Bobby Farrelly 
said. “If they were to break the curse, 
what’s next year? How would the 
fans react? I don’t even know what 
they’d do. They like their plight in 
life here, believe it or not.” 

But Fallon is not from New 
England, so he lacks the gene that 
tells him to expect heartbreak. 

“I think this movie will defi- 
nitely break the curse, either this 
year or next year,” he said. “It’ll

Janet Leigh Dead at 77

The actress’ husband, Robert 
Brandt, and her daughters, 
actresses Kelly Curtis and Jamie 
Lee Curtis, were at their mother’s 
side when she died Sunday at her

Schaeffer, a spokeswoman for 
Jamie Lee Curtis. 

Leigh had suffered from vascu- 
litis, an inflammation of the blood 
vessels, for the past year. 

The stunning blonde enjoyed 
a long and distinguished career, 
appearing in such films as the 1962 
political thriller “The Manchurian 
Candidate” and in Orson Welles’ 
1958 film noir classic “Touch of 
Evil.” 

But she gained her most lasting 
fame in “Psycho” as the embezzling

office worker who is stabbed to 
death in the shower by cross-dress- 
ing madman Anthony Perkins. The 
role earned her an Oscar nomina- 
tion as best supporting actress. 

Born Jeanette Helen Morrison 
in Merced, Calif, she starred in her 
first movie, “The Romance of Rosy 
Ridge,” in 1947 at the age of 19. She 
soon became one of the busiest stars 
at MGM, and continued work up 
until the year 2000. 

Leigh had been married twice 
before coming to Hollywood: to 
John K. Carlyle, 1942, annulled; 
and Stanley Reames, 1946-1948, 
divorced. In 1951 she married Tony 
Curtis when their stardoms were at

Sulcata tortoises are 
not so much pets as 
domestic dinosaurs 

Michael Auerbach has an offer for 
you. Two tortoises, cheap. No, free. 

Crush and Izzy, his Geochelone 
sulcata tortoises, were a 50th 
birthday gift from his wife. In 
five years, they’ve ballooned from 
the size of Palm Pilots to desktop 
computers. They’re relentless eaters 
— Izzy once ate a plastic bag that 
left her in need of $900 in medical 
care — and “they poop like crazy,” 
said Auerbach, a physician from 
Baltimore County. 

As the third-largest breed of tor- 
toise, sulcatas can end up weighing 
100 pounds or more. And they could 
still be around in 2104. 

“I just don’t have time for this,” 
said Auerbach, 55. 

Like many who bought pocket- 
sized sulcata babies during a craze 
in the 1990s — and continue to buy 
them today at pet stores and reptile

shows — Auerbach is desperate to 
divest himself of his overwhelm- 
ing pets. Many end up in rescues, 
which are are struggling to find good 
homes for the hulking refugees. 

September and October are big 
months for rescue centers — often 
just someone’s house — as kids 
head back to school and parents 
have to deal with pets, said Dennis 


And yet, sulcatas are said to be 
among the most personable, outgo- 
ing tortoises — “the dog of the tor- 
toise world,” said Desmond. 

Personable is relative, however. 
Harpo, a 45 -pound sulcata, lives 
with his owner, Kathy, at her home 
in Anne Arundel County. (She asked 
that her last name not be used for 
fear Harpo might be snatched.) 

For his part, Harpo recognizes 
her and will walk across the yard 
to see what she’s up to, and if he’s 
sunning himself she can scratch his 
head. When testy, though, he occa- 
sionally rams her with his shell. 

“They’re not the pet for every- 
body,” she said. It takes a lot of 
patience and, to clean up after 
them, “a fairly strong stomach.”

He recently had five 
rescued sulcatas on hand at his farm 
near the West Virginia border. 

Few homes are suitable for the 
animals, which are native to Africa 
and ideally should live outdoors in a 
hot, dry climate. Owners who keep 
sulcatas inside usually pay for it. One 
tortoise walked through drywall, 
broke the legs of a coffee table and 
ate linoleum, said Katrina Smith, 
adoptions coordinator for the Mid- 
Atlantic Turtle & Tortoise Society.
